The two latter give tho pinnacle 
the appearance of having been rebnilt 
with now stone, The other’ pinnacle 
has’ toned down to.a pleasqut grey, 
Tlic three stand out in strifiitig con- 
trast to the othere.

“LAWN TENNIS. 

‘ —— 

FROM THE TIME OF 
HENRY VIII. 

Dean Inge has been telling us that 
the Victorian days produced much 
Cee en he. present 
From tke playing lawa tenuis point 
of view, this‘is not, of course, true, in 
epite of the murmuings of those 
people who cau see nothing good in 
anything that did not happen fifty 
years ago, writes Hubert Winter in 
tho Sunday Empress. 

Ninety-vine lawn tennis players out 
of a hundred, if asked who invented 
lawn tennis, would be unable to reply. 
Tho hundredth might vaguely surmise 
that it was a pereon named Wingfield, 
but when or how would be utterly 
beyond them. 

Lawn tennis, of couree, derives im- 
mediately from tennis, now often 
calhd, for purposes of  distinc‘ion, 
real or royal tennis. This game can 
be traced. back, in Frauce, to the 
thirteenth century, and was played 
by the Kings of England in Tudor 
times, Henry VIII. was particularly 
keen on it, and built the court at 
Hampton Court, which is still used 


regularly. 
As we all know, Heary VIII. was 


much inclined to embonpoint, and the, 


cbroniclera state that the Jabour cf 
gerving was too much for bim and 
that, conzequently, he paid men te do 
it for him, and just carried on in the 
rallies. Bluff King Hal hod a drastic 
way with bim at times, and what 
happened to his employees when thoy 
served many faults dces not bear 
thinking of. 

Real tennis is a terribly complicated 
gome, and many of the terms used in 
it would sound like Greek to the 
average lawn tennis player, but the 
scoring in real tennis and lawn tennis 
are exactly the came. 

CRINOLINESJAND CROQUET. 

Major Wingfield had probably play- 
ed real tetnis,or, at any rate, was 
well acquainted with it.

FURTHER HEARING OF FOR- 
GBRY CHARGE AGAINST 
THOMSON. 


The N.C. Daily News of July, 27 
reports : Tho bearng of evidence for 
the Crown and on bebalf of Jobn 


J Thomson, upon trial before hia Hon- 


our Judge Peter Grain at H. M. 
Supreme Court, cn a charge of forgery, 
was concluded at Shanghai on July, 
26, Thomeon is alleged to have forged 
and uttered a document purporting to 
be s master’s licence issued by the 
U. 8. Department of Commerce to 
masters of eailing ships of over 700 
gross tonnage, contrary to Section 4 
of the Forgery Act, 1913. Tho case, 
which aroze out of proceedings begun 
atthe U. 8. Court six mouths ago 
when Thomson was thought to be of 
American natiorality and hia been 
followed with keen interest, in ship- 
ping circles was adjourned until thia 
morning when the jury will deliver 
their verdict. 


Mr. A.G. Mossop, the acting Crown 
Advocate, is ‘appearing for the pro- 
secution and Mr. R. G. MacDonald is 
for Thomaon. 


With reference to an objection raised 
by the defence at the ologe of the first 
hearing as to the admisgion of certain 
evidence proposed by the prosecntion, 
his Lordship said tha only ground on 
which hocould refuse such: evidence 
would be if that evidence were wholly 
inodmissible and embarrassing to the 
prigoner’s defence. His Lordsbip had 
read the evidence carefully, After 
what the Crown Advocate had said he 
(the learned Judge) felt that he could 
not rule that it waa wholly inadmias 
ible. 

Mr. T. W. Bowern, ship broker, 
was then called. He sail he met 
Thomeon first in 1918. Thomson 
wanted. to know whether witvess 
required the services of a master. 
Later in Shanghai witness offered 
Thomson a position on the str. 
“Rotura” when she éhould‘arrive in 
port.

Avaworing the Crown Advacate the 
witneSs snid tho “ Rotura” had never 
‘been condemned by the surveryors. * 

4N EXTRA MASTER'S CERTIPICATE. 

Mr. E. A. H. Sly, formerly Shippiog 

Vice-Oonsul in Shanghai, auid that on 
tho second interview he had with the 
prisoner he produced a document 
signed by witness a predecessor in the 
Shipping © Offce. The document 
coriified that Capt. John Thomson 
beld a British extra master’s certificate 
and that there was no objection to 
a Chinese master’s cert'ficate being 
issued to him. Thomson was asked 
why he had not renewed the lost 
certificate. Under the Merchant 
Shipping Act if o certificated officer 
loat his ticket he could obtain a certi- 
fied copy of it by applying to the 
board which issued it, The docurent 
presonted waa mada ont in February, 
1918. Jt was then April, 1919, 80 
Thomeon had had ample timo to 
obtain the certified copy. That copy, 
Thomson said (as far ss witneas'could 
recall} had been Jost near Seattle. 
On May'1 Thomson said be hod found 
his extra master’s certificate. On be 
ing requested to show ii to witness be 
(Thomson) returned the pivce of paper 
which was invalid if he held the pro- 
per cettificata. He questioned 
witnesses authority for asking bim to 
show his certificate.
